In  recognition  of  the  increasing  importance  of 
mathematical  analysis  of  management  problems, 
this  course  provides  an  introduction  to  matrix 
algebra  and  mathematical  programming.  Students 
will  be  expected  to  have  completed  Grade  XIII 
mathematics. 

The  basis  of  the  course  will  be  a programmed 
learning  text  which  will  be  supplemented  by 
some  class  discussion  and  further  practical 
examples.  This  course  will  be  of  interest  to  staff 
or  line  personnel,  concerned  with  such  areas  as 
production  control,  purchasing,  industrial  engi- 
neering, operations  analysis  or  systems  analysis, 
or  others  wishing  to  learn  the  terminology  and 
potential  application  of  matrix  algebra  and  linear 
programming. 

The  TEMAC  text  material,  “Temac  Manage- 
ment Decision-Making”,  is  required  for  the 
course.
